Most extravagant prices have been 
paid for snuff boxes that belonged to mem- 
bers of tbe old nobility. Several Jeweler, 
are engaged in making snuff boxes of an 
tique and original designs. In many club 
rooms ornamental vases, filled with various 
kinds of snuff, stand on the snbl.-s or man 
tela. 

In colonial times, during the revolutionary 
war, and for many years afterward, the use 
of snuff was very common in this country. 
Nearly every gentleman carried a silver 
snuff Ikix, which was often inlaid with gold. 
At the entrance of the senate chamlier, in 
the national I apitol at Washington, are large 
receptacles for snuff, at which members of 
that august body once filled their boxes on 
passing into their seats in the morning. 
Many can rememlier the time when the snuff 
box was passed around in social circles every 
few minutes, and when it was as common to 
ask for a pinch of snuff as itnow is to ask 
for a light for a cigar or for a chew of to- 
bacco. Poor people generally used snuff be- 
cause it was cheap, or, more properly, b»- 
jstxm "a little went & good ways." The use 
of snuff became general in all northern 
countries, especially in Scotland, Holland, 
Sweden and Norway. In Iceland nearly 
every person used large quantities of snuff, 
which was kept in an ornamented horn. The 
practice was, and perhaps is, to insert the 
"little end of the horn" in the nostril and 
to thump the large end so as to discharge a 
portion of. the contents. The host often 
walked among his guests and performed this 
oflieeasn mark of hospitality. .Sometimes 
servants or members of the family were In- 
structed how to handle the snuff horn with 
grace and dexterity. Before the invention of 
friction matches considerable difficulty was 
found in lighting cigars and pipes; but the 
snuff box was always ready to bring forth. 
Forty years ago there was scarcely a grocery 
hi the country tliat did not keep several kinds 
of snuff, and the name of one Scotch manu- 
facturer wus known throughout the civiliwd 
world.

More objectionable yet are the unwieldy 
roller towel, the saloon towel, and tho long 
and broad towels of the wash room. These 
under any and all circumstances are A dis- 
grace to the house that uses them and an in- 
sult to its customers. The towel removes 
moisture from the face and hands by rub- 
bing. The friction does more, however, than 
remove moisture alone. It forces off scales, 
pieces of dead skin, lymph from cuts and 
abrasions, mucus from the nostrils, perspira- 
tions from tbe pores, pus from sores and 
ulcers, and anything liquid that may be ex 
ere ted from the body or may have been 
thrown upon its surface. The fibrous and 
interlaced structure of tbe towel make it a 
marvelous receptacle and catch all for these 
varied sulsrtanoes. They remain in its inter- 
stices until it is washed, and even long after, 
unless it is thoroughly boiled and rubbed 
with strong laundry soap or treated with Ja- 
velle water or chloride of lime. It is all very 
well for the first man who applies a towel of 
the class mentioned to his face and hands; 
the second man runs a risk, and the risk in- 
creases arithmeticAlly with each o»er.~

As to the existent Indigency more rational 
data can bo obtained. Every three years • 
census is taken of the population eurollod at 
the beneflcor.-o offices of the twenty district* 
into which Paris is divided. Tho object of 
the census is twofold. First, by it are ob- 
tained the namcu of all persons who are en- 
titled to public aid; second, a close study is 
made of their true situation wit b a view te 
rendering as many as possibloself sustaining, 

According to the previous register there 
were enrolled for public charity 51Ji81 heads 
of families, representing 140,585 persons. The 
board of visitors have eliminated 4,000 heads 
of families, representing 17,000, leaving regis- 
tered nt present 47,(1^7 heads of families or 
l'i'e't'.'i persons. Comparing this result with 
that of 1 -so we find the numlicr of heads of 
families lms increased by bl^', whilo tho in- 
dividuals comprised have diminished by 41L 
Each dependent domedtic group is tberefore 
relatively less numerous, while the individual 
applicants hnva sensibly increased. In 18S4> 
Paris hod 1,008,<*JB inhabitants and 133,78* 
indigent*, or llN per cent To-day tho popu- 
lation is ^MW.OOfL of which 5.43 |->r cent are 
dependent on public charity. 

In all tho districts the number of assisted 
women is far greater than that of the men. 
For every 24 males enrolled there ore 41 fe- 
majes. This is easily explained on tie 
grounds that the labor of women is less e- 
insiuerative, and they have less repugDrnoe 
In recurrins to the public charities. 

PAL PERU OK yORKIUN BIRTH. 

The native Parisians are by no mc/ms the 
majority of thoee whose names are/ on tha 
dependent rolls. For every 1,000, I'aris and 
its Department of tho Seine furnishes S£>7; 
the provinces, TOtt; foreign, 07. Taking 1,000 
names of those of foreign birth, the Germans 
lead with 407; Belgians, ;;>!. Dutch, 172; 
Italians, 53; English, 10; Kpaulards, 8, 
Americans and Turks, 0. It will be observed 
that Germany furnishes by far the larger 
number of Parisian paupero of foreign birth. 
This Is explained by the fact that the Ger- 
mans are the most migratory of all people, 
and in search cf tbe "daily bread" have in- 
vaded tbe world. 

In general tha German emigrant is a model 
of industry, economy aud of irreproachable 
customs, and putting in practice the French 
proverb that "there are no senseless occupa- 
tions, there are only senseless people," have 
undertaken almost every department of labor 
and trade. The Frenchman who* enjoy* is 
his own country an easily won livelihood 
and an excellent climate seldom cross 
frontier, while the German, whose 
tions are less favorable, is I .Hind 
scattered. 

Tho lodgment of the army of paupers la 
Paris forms an interesting study. More than 
a fourth part live almost gratuitously, con- 
fined In grots, caverns and cellars; one half 
pay from 100 to 12,000 francs rent per annum 
Hixty-one per cent of these holes or hovel* 
have only one bed; the rest have two, three, 
four and even five apartments.

Cincinnati, or Chicago,! or' some other 
place made an assignment yesterday. 

It has had a sort of branch office here 
in Maysville for the oast two or three 
years, where the dealer in margins,— the 
speculators on futures io grain, pork, 
Ac, — could be accommodated. 

And these dealers in margins sre not 
such a scarce qu unity here in Maysville 
and Mason County as soms people may 
imagine. They look upon it as a legiti- 
mate sort of busiaeM, notwithstanding 
the fact that the coins of Kentucky have 
ruled it otherwise, and have stamped it 
as gambling. 

But it matters not how they have look- 
ed upon the business, they have been 
liberal patrons of the " bucket-shop " 
here pretty much ever since its establish- 
ment, and the Hodgen Commission Com- 
pany has no doubt enjoyed a lucrative 
trade through its Maysville office. 

The office hss been in Cooper's Build- 
ing snd has been in charge of the clever 
and accommodating Major W. A. Norton, 
who was always kept informed every ten 
minutes during business hours of t >n con- 
dition of the Chicago markets. Orders 
would be tsken for one thousand bushels 
of grsin or upward, or for a certain quan- 
tity of pork or upward, on the specula- 
tors) putting up at the rate of $20 for 
every thousand bushels of grain, and a 
req aired sum on a certain amount of 
pork— the grain or pork all to be deliver- 
ed at the some time in the future, of 
course. 

During the past week a few of the local 
dealers got the best of the company 
There was an advance in the grain and 
pork market, an I the fellows who had 
put up their money were winners. One 
dealer drew out $650 last Tnun-dny and 
another put up $'200 Saturday morning 
and drew out $468 that afternoon, re- 
investing $150 of it. The winnings got 
noised ahont among the iniatiated, and 
the office enjoyed a regular" boom " late 
Saturday. Several heavy orders were 
placed after supper that evening, 

The fellows were playing mostly for a 
rise in pork, and in this they were not 
disappointed, as pork went up several 
points yesterday, and the buyers would 
all have been ahead on the deal had the 
Hodgen Commission Company been able 
to hold out against the advance. As it is 
the company's failure caught the players 
for all they had np and their winnings 
too 

The speculators were feeling good when 
the office opened yesterday morning. The 
first reports from the Chicago markets 
made them feel still better. Pork and 
wheat was advancing. A number of the 
dealers were in Major Norton's office to 
calch the market at the top notch and 
close out, presumably. They were en- 
joying a quiet game of seven-up to 
the time away when news of the assign- 
ment was received. The telegram waa 
handed to one, who read it in silence. 
Not a word was said. His looks spoke 
louder than words, however, and his 
eompanions no doubt imagined the bot- 
tom had dropped out of the market. The 
telegram was handed around to each in 
turn. They read snd gased at one another 
in silence. All were too full for utterance, 
for e few minutes, then the Hodgen Com- 
mission Co. received a shower of blessings 
(?). Major Norton, who wsa innocent of 
any wrong in the matter, came in for his 
share ot the blessings, too. But the sit 
nation was soon realised and then there 
was a hurrying to and fro to see if some 
thing could not be saved. 

Three suits growing 'out of the assign- 
ment of the compauy sre now pending in 
the Mason Circuit Court. The plaintiffs 
sre Messrs. Jsmes C. Owens, Robert Kirk 
sod O. H. P. Thomas.

1 no one is safe in the small compart- 
ita. Yon are left there alone with several 
fetter strangers; perhaps only two or three 
And often but one. And this one may be a 
thief, a lunaM*- or even a murderer, with tho 
•them as hiK fonfederatea. Under such con- 
ditions, then, you are shut up in a miserable 
box for aii hour or more, while the train, 
thundering on, drowns any erics that you 
could make in case of an attack. The signal 
bell is out of reach, and if yon nre unarmed 
or doae for a moment you are quite at the 
mercy of any villain who may be traveling 
with you. Fortunately, the evil consequences 
ef this system are not so great in Europe aa 
they certainly would bo in tho United States, 
for thoro the criminal classes sot-m to be less 
daring than with us. Rut even as it is rob- 1 
berien, murders and assaults are so frequent 
on continental railways as to convince any 
fair minded person that men travel in Eu- 
rope at the risk of their lives and women at 
the risk of their honor. 

"Then compare tho two systems as regards 
conveniences offered to the public. I parf 
over untouched what travelers in Amend 
have long since. Uarned to consider as railwaj 
necessities, but which aro absolutely unknown 
in Europe, I rcfur to adequate arrangement* 
for eating, sleeping, lighting, heating, amuse | 

>-ACK OF CONVENIENCES. 

"Bnt I must, emphasize 0110 glaring defici- 
ency, which is so utterly inexcusable that in 
the United States it would simply cause a 
riot. I mean the fact that continental trains 
are without even the most primitive toilet 
conveniences. The annoyance and suffering 
occasioned thereby is incalculable. Think of 
the feeble women and elderly men, of the In- 
valids and children, who are forced to put up 
with such monstrous neglect. To be sure the 
companies pretend to furnish these accom- 
modations at tho stations, but as the runs are 
very long, the stojis short,, and the weather 
often inclement , many persons are unable to 
leave the train and take advantage of even 
these wretched occommotlations. 

"Hare is an illustration of the abuses of 
this system. I mention a case which has 
come under my own personal oliservation. 
An American lady left her seat to enter one 
of these cabinets, and she was actually locked 
in and kept t here until the train hiul moved 
off, simply because, having left her purse in 
the cars, she wus unable to pay the few sous 
that were demanded. 

"Another serious discomfort on European 
railways is caused by the incessant jolting, duo 
very largely to the small size and faulty con- 
struction of the cars. If you happen to ride 
in the forward carriage of one of their ex- 
press trains, you are thrown up and down 
and from side to side with a violence which 
would only be equaled in the United States 
so one of the old corduroy roads over a 
western prairie, Where the rails had been 
simply on the ground without grading.

"What becomes of them? Why. they 
marry, of course, and settlo down, Aunio 
Oroco of Philadelphia, one of my most ■00- 
ctaslul works of art, after earning &T>0 a 
week in the exhibition business, has married 
a man worth at least *1(>0,<X)0. Little Ma- 
mie, another protege of mine, is married to a 
fine gentleman worth KX 1,000, and I have 
heard that two other girls whom I have 
beautified have done equally wclL It takes 
from six weeks to two months to go over tho 
whole figure artistically, and tho cost of the 
completed work amounts to from $'250 to 
•300. A single design costs anywhere from
